EXCITING 
FUTURE FOR 
MINERAL KING 


PORTERVILLE, Sept. 2 — An ex- 
citing future for the Mineral King 
area — a future that could well 
turn the area into the most spec- 
tacular winter resort in America — 
was envisioned Tuesday afternoon 
by persons attending bid opening 
session at the Sequoia National 


Forest headquarters in Porterville. 
Six bids were submitted on the 


basis of a prospectus issued by the 
Forest Service several months ago. 
On the basis of these bids it would 
appear that around $15,000,000 
will be spent in the first phase 
of development, and possibly $40.- 
000,000 or more for total develop- 
ment. 

Some facilities would be ready 
within three to four years; total 
development would extend on into 
the 1970s. Along with actual de- 
velopment of the area, the success- 
ful bidder must, one way or an- 
other, get an all-year, high stand- 
ard road into the area.

You have two choices over 
Labor Day weekend. One is to 
go somewhere and the other 
is to stay home. If you’re go- 
ing somewhere vou had better 
stop reading this and get ready.

One is to work 
in the yard and the other is to 
not work in the yard. If you’re 
not about to spend time out- 
side then you also need read 
no further. Unless the wife 
has other ideas in which case 
you had better get with it. 

For those staying home 
to enjoy the yard there are 
several routine things that 
need doing. Flower borders 
are mostly ready to be cleaned 
out of old weeds and flowers. 
Light pruning of shrubs to 
shape them is permissible 
but no more than a third of the 
plant should be carted away. 

Roses may be moderately 
pruned now and then fertilized 
well with some commercial 
type food to promote fall 
bloom. If red spider is severe 
it should be sprayed and old 
leaves kept cleaned up. Ca- 
mellias may be fed one more 
time although feeding follow- 
ing the bloom is more impor- 
tant. 

If after doing these things 
you are able to sit in the shade 
and contemplate your efforts 
then you had best leave well 
enough alone.
